In the Brratd of the 9th of Jest Jul;, 
we publuhed, under the head of "Pre- 
semdon of Hitman Food," a full de scrip, 
lion of a machine just invented by Mr. 
(jKAftLia Pavme, of BttcMiBgbani-gtTeet, 
Strand, Loudon, for lite curing of meat in 
any part of the world, but especially iat 
but climates. At tbet time, howrer, our 
leaden had no opportunity of trying the 
merits of this new invention for them- 
selves, except by the tedious method of 
sending to England for Ihe apparatus. 
This difficulty ha* now, wt hope, been 
completely removed, owing to the skill and 
perseverance of a Sydney engineer. 

A gentleman from Una colony, an 
r ii ten live proprietor of land and ttnek, 
bearing, whilst in England last year, 
nf Mr. PavKt'a invention,, railed upon 
the inventor , and having obtained every 
information, and satisfied himself as to 
the perfect efficiency of the plan, offered 
io purchase one of the machines, for the 
purpose of bringing it with him to Sydney, 
and of introducing it. into general use 
Strange to say, Mr. Paymc refused to sell ! 
His visitor waa therefore obliged to tone**! 
btntfttf with a minora descriptkiB of the 
apparatus, hoping that as lbs English laws 
(if patent do not apply to. the colonies, he 
might h# able to got one mult at Sydnty, 
This hasp* has been realised. With the 
Lelpof description alone, Messrs. Rt'BBELX 
Hro titers, of Mst'Niiaiie -ph.re, have sue. 
i ceded in manufacturing a sailing machine 
on the principle of PavHst'e, and which 
appears to be quite aa efficient sa the 
nriginali. It will bold one hundred and 
eighty pounds of meat, which it cores fit 
for the cask in about fifteen minutes. He 
rstuuatea 'ha' he could make one capable 



alono that the defective ajsteni of outing 
liitherte used has bean fait. During the hot 
•eaaou of the year in our own, and, indeed, 
in all other csnintcin, the loss of enhnsl food, 
from the baneful Influence of the atmospheric 
temperature at Buch period*, i* enonooua; 
and out of this arias* another evil of dally 
occurrence and of increasing magnitude, 
namely, that large epjanuiioa of unwholesome 
and tainted meat. ,n disposed of at low 
nricei la th* pom it ctisse*. 

Again, by the common system of curing 
prevision*, which is effected by a laborious 
process of rubbing sod draining, lha nutritious 
slenents of tba meat an, nacessarily, in i 
rest measure expressed oat nf it and leal, 
rendering tba remaining substance bard and 
indigestible; objection, which arc .till furthet 
incresaed by the nsessslty or packing it, whan 
barrelled, with additional queniltCe. of salt 
and saltpetre, iraoMraed In which it sooi 
aumea lha character of what is well known to 
seamen by the appellation of "salt Junk," or 
"mahogany." It is on* of the pruielpa] 
merits of Mr. Payne's proceas that thcae nu- 
trition* elements ars left in the meat undia- 
lurbed ; while tba means by which this object 
is attained ere equally erTeelive in the preaer 
vation of the substance, saving all the labour 
of rubbing, pot requiring ona-twentieili part 
or the ssBtarial, (salt), besides economising 
ties* in an extraordinary degree, the operation 
being, Indeed, etmoat instantaneous. We 
shall now short!) describe the ingrnioua mi. 
chinerj Mr. Payne employs:— 

1st. There is sn iron vessel, whiah may b* 
of any form, that of* cylinder being prefer- 
able on account of iti strength : thU vessel, 
which i. to contsin lbs mess, nay be of any 
siie required, and I* nssde .it-tight. 

2nd, To this vessel is attached en air-pump 
and a preasurt-pump, which communicate, hy 
asperate pipes, with the top part of the 
machine ; tba latter aim. communiostiog, by 
another pipe, with 

3rd. A tub, or reiervob, which is filled with 
a saturated an] n lion ef salt and water, forming 
th* biin* i another, the filling pipe, firm the 
bottom of the machine, eommuountes with 
the brine-tub, and all litres pipes have stop- 
cocks upon them. 

Tho meat Is placed in Ihe machine! and 
brine Sllad In It till It rise* nearly tn where 
the air snd pressure-pipes enter; the lid, or 
boqatl, is Uwn failenod down air tight, Th* 
aock* upon tho pressure -pipe and filling-pipe 
being closed, that upon the air pipe ia new 
opened, and, by working the air-pump, a 
vacuum (indicated by a gauge attached to 
Hid pipe} ia in two or three minutes obtained, 
wfacu the eavk t* a hut. The cock on the Ailing 
pipe ia then opened, whan the brine Imnse- 
diatsly rushes in, under the atmospheric 
pressure, tilling wp lbs vacuum, and bearing 
upon tbe meat with a pressure of [fibs, lo the 
sq i tare inch- Tlii* sock lithcnihul.andthst 
upon the prwanre-pipe opened ; the pressure, 
pump is now worked, forcing In additional 
brine, until a preseure equal to SOolbs, on the 
■quit e inch is obtained, Indicated by lite 
blowing of the safely vslv*, after a Tew iliokes 
of the pump. After this, a process of filtra- 
tion, ov changing t.i brine. Is kept up for fire 
minute*, and the operation is finished, having 
occupied no more lhab a quarter of an hour. 
Tbe cock on the Ailing pipe i* then opened, 
(this pipe being now the channel for lb* 
escape nf ihe brine,) ontnr.tag orthebAtinat, 
the atmospheric preaaiue drives the Unit back

After this, Die meet Is taken out of the 
machine, having been thnroturhly penetrated 
with the antiseptic; a fast which no on* can 
donhl. when ihe means employed ate conil- 
derod. Indeed, ■ very simple •sperimeM of 
Mr. Payne's satisfulorilr eatebliabea thii : 
ia the cavity of. the hslf of a large marrow- 
bone i* placed a piece uf mest, the cud lier- 
ntetKally sealed, and the htiua submitted te 
Ihe process; sn taking It out, the inner part 
or lha hone was tiiuud full uf brine, and tie 
meal in it thoroughly euied . the se*l bring 
unbroken hy the proesw. On enminiitft the 
brine that had been used fur many weeks, in 
dally opevatinn, no perceptible change of 
colour had taken place in it. proving ih,t 
nunc of the mm iih.ua elements of tbe iub- 
tlanceahad been extracted; f„ T| had ench been 
the esse, colour would have been etelly 
detected, even after cne operation. 

The machines are extremely simple, per- 
fectly asfe, nut liable to get nut of order, ere 
of great disrahllity, and manipulation 1' 
al once understood. There sre many minor 
point 1 info which We do not enter, such as 
attoouoliiig lha brine to different degrsea nr 
asllneas, irhcn the meal is required In keep 
for longer or shelter periods— flavouring the 
brine wilh spices, herbs, Ac, for different 
preparations of meats— tbe varied applica- 
bility of the process to fish, poultry, game, 
etc. These are for the consideration of the 
epicure snd Courmand; toui the all-important 
consideration ia, the tact thai by thia means 
throughput the wiitld, there will be brought 
iiiloaatoM nfmefulnni to mankind, a vast 
profusion of those animal productions wiih 
which Providence, in bis inscrutable wiidom, 
lias covered the earth and noted tbe wateis 
for Hie rapport and enjoyment of hit crea- 
ture!.

The sW« Ttrn.(irtsi:a^L hating taken the 
Chair, stated that the Miasinn whuse interest* 
they bad met to pvontnte, conHisteid rf a 
niunber of humble ludivlduali, twn clergymen 
and siKteeli or seventeen laymen, who had 
left their native land, lor the pnvner ordevn- 
tinp themielvei to the benefit of the aborigines 
uf this country. An object %a laudable ns this, 
vres not to be treated with ridicule, but 
ahnuld meet with their warmest aupport. 
The cause in which the uiiaisinnariea were 
ensngod was one which involved the highest 
intervals, the coiu erainn nf the aboTinlnei to 
ChrrSti-iiily, the rei.ing thewi from the great. 
«t m!.ery to the aveatest hlaesing,. \hey 
had many difficulliea to encounter, to build 
habituticne, to make themselves acquainted 
with the people, to acquire the language, 
and to withstand the eonnier*ering in- 
Itucnces which neccaanilly exitlrr] in Ihe 
iirigbboiiThood of* penal arlllement. Tlieic 
obsleclei Ihay had in a great mrn-ureover- 
oome, they had done wonder*, snd limbed for- 
ward to still more important remit r One 
gvest difflenltj tn their way had been Ihe tic ■ 
ceisitv for supplying; the native* with food, 
as their lime was almost wholly occupied in 
seeking it. They had however sttccetded ill 
peisuading tbe natives In v/urk, and had ihu* 
taken s great step towsrds their civilisation, 
A fbrthev Important step wbb, that tbsy jiad 
in Botno drgree cheeked their erratic course 
uf life, and had led them te take a liking to 
malse and the pro ducts of the soil, and alio to 
autat In their cultivation. The Mls.lmi wis 
however in want of funds, without which 
It was obvions i the work could not be carried

miasionary operation*, England had once 
been abandoned to the meat idolatrous and 
barbarous practiess, but through the Instru.

Lang) finding It imi 
to obtain missionaries from I 
country, turned his attention to the ennli 
ncnt of Europe, and found at Berlin a number 
of yonng lay missionaries, who had been 
trained up for the missionary field under the 
Rev. John Goasner, a most remarkable man, 
who had originally been a Koman Catholic 
prieit in Austria, but had renounced the 
errors ef that faith. From Rmongthes* young 
m, chiefly mechanics, who had been under 
instruction for not less than twelve or eighteen 
mouth*, twenty were selected, end arrived hi 
Ihe colony early in 1*38 i one. of these died at 
Ihe quarantine station, and two had since 
left- *o that there were now at the station 
seventeen adults, including two clergymen.

The Rev. Or. Ross moved Ihe uoit resoltl-

" That (he (ierman mission apprins to this 
meeting, from the slilcments ihat have hreu 
made, peculiarly adapted in meet the moral 
and physical ccniilinnof the blacki, and pru- 
miiCBlohe lhe mean*, with Ihe blessing of 
lini, of civilising and auuvcrting many of] 
those among whom it* epcralioun are carried 
on." 

]>r. Rues thought (bit it tvo'ild be belter to 
refer Id the statement made hy his brother 
secretary, Dr. Lang. The mission on whose 
behalf the meelliot ansa lolirilrd, had been 
introduced into thii colony by Ur. Lsng and 
had hern wholly iindrr the siiperiori-nflencc 
of lire Presbyterian t'hnrch in this Colnny ', 
he therefore wished to slsre the manner ju 
which he became eonneeted iriili ihe sooieiy 
in his present espneity. ft was n Ot heesttas 
Dr. Lang and his coogrep;sliondjspco*erl with 
a'l asiistance from the colonial ooveinsnent, 
that tin- German miasinn barl been placed 
under another superintendence, hut il vrss 
that those concerned In the mission Boeing 
the differences Ihat unhappily existed 
amongst the members of the Presbylerisn 
I'hnreb, our) the tlterealioas which were 
constant]* i*ki*n? pl"'e. I>ii.l ih~t Use lotet 
este of the Mtaaloa could not he altcndad to, 
end therefore wished tbat some other Bttner- 
iutciidenee rim old be catihliabed. The tier - 
mm Mission now conusteil of two clergrmen. 
both iiiiirild, and icvtn artlasaa, all innrricsl 
except oae; they were living on a arciiun of 
land which had been epproprlalcd to the 
purpose by the (invernaienl, but it wa* pro- 
hablc that they would soon have to move 
Irom llience, lie srmild read to them llle 
mica which the committee had framed, for the 
regulation of the Mission, (The Ttlies were 
here read.) Ha hoped to Bee these rules Fully 
carried out, as he had no doubt lhey would be 
successful. Already many of these concern- 
ed in the Mission were engaged in journeys 
amongst the aborigines; some two or three 
•tweyl wire; journeyiog.li.re Ih yjnurneycd 
-nd welling where lhey dwell, pirlnbh.gof the 
food on wEieh ibiyfeJ, and sharing ell the oV 
coinforiswhich were lobe evpccleu from their 
course of life. It its ipfh I be said thai no great 
success had as yst crowned their eFurls; but 
BTcatsuccesBcauld notbuespecfed. Tlic cnis. 
sion bad only been established aom c thr ee years 
snd It, had been moat miserably aupporterl. 
The miuinnariea bed at one time heen ulniost 
atarriiig i Ihe lupplies which should hare been 
sent them did not arrive, and, hut for the 
kindness of the military offlcrr, Major Cotton, 
they must have starved. Tbey were Germans, 
ana had to learn tbe Knglish langaiage; they 
were wilhout tools, and had to build houses; 
these they did: tbey had also lo learn tbe 
langungc of the aborigines, aad thii also lhey 
had accomplished : en far, at ill events, a* tc 
be able lo imparl in* ruction lo tbe children 
of tho blocks, and la the blacks themieivcr. 
The cliil iren too hid learnt to he fund uf rl tr, 
and whsreter lhey met such ehildien rbry in- 
strocted thetn, and invariably scut theta sway 
with «Onle valuable lesson. The Hsv, Dr. 
Ross next alluded In the fact tbnttbe natives 
were in the hshit of visiling a particular spot, 
where the huuyn bun ya lice crew in eve at 
abundance, ibo fnu! of which arrrcd for 
nourishment, adding that tbe mi.sinnarirs 
thought tbal this would he a place most fa- 
vourable for a settlement to eatvy out their 
operations, Tho gureinmeut had been Ap- 
plied to, but no answer bad as yst been re- 
ceived, although from the Interest which Hit 
George Gippsnad already ertneedin tbe un- 
dertaking of the German Mission, Ibcre 
euuld bo ho doubt that be would 
afford every assistance in Lie power. The 
reverend Doctor concluded with an earnest 
appeal to all present to aid lha mission hy 
their support. 

The Hev. Mr. Jane Rujhimsis icoonded 
the resolution, tie called upon the meeting 
to do all that tbey possibly could for tbe llhi- 
li;ines, prefacing hy an Introduction nf More- 
ton t)*y as fell dl> covered by twu ru n sway 
prisoners of the Crown who were shipwrecked 
on the coast, ind received with npen friendly 
nrmibythcnalivas. The reverend gentleman, 
deprcoeted in Blrong terms the usbcc which 
the blacks had received at the hinde ol the 
sheep ihrmei and the stockholder, ind their 
aervints, an-l called upon lliosc present to 
make some amends for tbe aggreasion of 
which we had keen guilty. There could be 
no doubt thai Ibere waa much to blame in 
their ptaetlees, but we should ei'deavgUT to 
correct Ibem. There waa no doubl now 
that they were men, of the same species as 
ourselves ; end, however degraded and 
Lamentablr their condition, It wa* not the 
less our duty to fulfil the mandate of lbs 
Holy Scriptures, and teach ihcin. if possible, 
ihe saving truths of the Gospel. 

The Kcv. Mr, Aosu moved the next reso- 
lution, which was as follow* 

"That thia meeting, while deeply sym- 
pathising with the distress end the privations 
which i lie Missionaries hive endutea, pledges 
itself to can tribute I awards their future sup- 
port, and at Lbs suite lime would express its 
conviction that the Mission has a strong 
claim upon (jo common I to wipe ulT the debt 
which was contracted oa its recount, before 
its affairs came under the asaaagement of lb* 
present Commitlee, and appiaviag of lha 
following: niruiorial, reoaininrndi ihat ft be 
presumed to His Excellency Ihe tioveniar." 

Ju support of the resolution, the revetrnd 
ge ml em in sitr/ted it great length the ri|hts 
of thr aboiigiaesnf every country lo protection 
snd iiislructian, more especially from Bri- 
tain, lie alluded lo the hardships which had 
hern isutalnod hy the Uemmn missionaries; 
not only had lhey gone short of food, but 
they had wanted clathiag atar.) ahors tbey 
bail none, but were obliged lo weaapseies of 
ood strapped on with landles; aed worse 
arrived for them from U.r- 
■ Bl ,t umbo, to iiay the 



postage, and the Utters were allowed to re- 
main fur weeks, unlll lhey begged pence to 
take them up. lie called npon those present 
*? "reps In prevent such things occur- 

ring i a future r, aad be celled upon them all 
the more confidently, as the mission, the 
caust of which they were now advocating, 
eonld not 1» charged .lib Bectarlanlrm ol 
-ay deicripllon : the members of the miaslon 
belonged to no Church or sect of Ibis colony: 
lhey were atrangeis, foreigners, who had 
come here to do a good work regardless of 
al] the daogen and difficulties to which lhey 
would be ei pe„d ; *r,d he hoped that after 
this mealing lhey would not hire reason to 

• gentleman wbo had laboured for years in 
the missionary muse, and hid tor some time 
prsviouiiy acted » British Consul at Tahiti, 

Mr. Patfciisao said, that the remarks he 
hid to make were applicable only to tbe first 
part of the resolution, which he remarlird 
applied more partimlaily to Ihose prraent. 
The meeting was not tilled on to say whether 
the aborigines in the vicinity of Meretao Bay 
were baboons or men, as it had long been be- 
lieved by Ihe Inhabitants of this and every 
other civilised part of the world (hat tbey 
were ineu~irtd while inch wis tbe gene- 
ral belief on (he inhject it wn alio • rorn- 
ntonly believed fact, thit the cnloniit* had it 
in their power to make these lavages happy. 
The meeting and those friendly lo II bad it 
(tn * certain intent) In in power tn civilize 
and Christ ianixe these children of nature, 
lie had labourril long in tho Misaloaary 
cause, and might tif coarse be presumed p> 
know a good deal nf man iu his degtaded and 
unchrietiaoiaed condition, 3o fir as he hid 
teen, Chris tianily'aml eiviliralion were twin 
Hlalers, audit hail uniformly been the case lhal 
the latter was seen following in tbe train oflhe 
former. They had only to preach the guapc] to 
the heathen, and they woiitii become civilised. 
The .peaker then made an opposite applica- 
tion of a laying of the Lite Rowland Hill, and 
went on to rnuulro what civilisation and 
philosophy, unaided by the doetrinea oflhe 
ctobi, hedrrtfccled for id* regeneration of the 
human race. The beuflti which hod re- 
suited (hint the labour uf misainnarin were 
not to be viewed in reg.ud tu tho temporal, 
but else to the spiritual eon earns or 
mankind, — but even when viewed as 
respects the temporal clunjtea whieh 
had heen otTccted, tlic lahuura of the 
missionary hid a strong claim on the public 
for pecuniary aid, rteforo missionaries were 
stationed in tin' South See Islands, it wai 
iiusafe for any vessel to cast author in the 
vicinity of any ol Ibuae iiamla; but now he 
cimld enumerate upwards of forty of those 
islandi where ships euuld anchor wither, much 
safety aa thi?y cauld ia Port J noksnn, so fir as 
the peacoahla dispositiuii of the inhabitants 
waa concerned, ft wis not only the security 
with which &uiope*na could now visit the 
place* where missionaries bad been stationed, 
which indicated the advnntages arising froon 
missionary efforts ; but it had bEen Invariably 
found thet in those station icoinmereo had been 
greatly enlarged. He thought that It was tbe 
duty uf rvory one present noi nnly In support 
lha missionary causo liberally hy pecuniary 
aid, hut also by their prayers, Il was 
the especial duty of the inhabitants of 
this colony to aupport tha mission whieh 
we* the ubicet of the present meeting, inas- 
much is the human beings to he reclaimed 
weve the ahotiginnl i Is habit 11, 1 s. of the slsil. 

lie unWquetitlv detailed several appropriate 
anecdotes for lire purpose el showing that 
prayer without net lion win hypocrisy, and 
thai it wan the duty uf every une, not only lo 
pray for the prosperity cf the niissuinnriei' 
c Hurts, but also tu lid the same hy cunli ih'.it- 
ing from their funds in support of ft, 
sad concluded hiaaddrrii hy callingon those 
present who wished to enjoy a sound night's 
sleep, lo aid llic mission by giving according 
in their mentis.
